Mr N. J. Ede suid—I understand thnt 
this ia probably the last occasion on which 
wo shall have the pleasure and advantage 
gf your, presence ut thean meetings, and I 
think the Board should not fail te place on 
record its appreciation of the services you 
have rendered to this Board and to tha 
cause of Sanitation in this Colony. Not- 
withstanding some of tho adverse opinions 
which have from time to timo been ex- 
| preesed regarding tho constitution and 
aificiency of this Board, 1 contend that it 
has on tho whole done some excellent and 
solid work with very beneficial general 
resulta, and I feel sure my colleagues will 
agroc with me when .I may that a’ con- 
siderable portion of there good results is 
duo fo your energy and assiduity. We 
rogrot your departure from among us, and 
wish you health and prospority in your 
new appointment. T will now move re- 
solution which I foe] ura will meot with 
the approval and accoptance of members, 
and I may mention that [ showed the re- 


solution to the Registrar General, who is 
a member of this Board, and he bas 
asked mo to say thatho fully concurs 
ip itand regrets that ho cannot he pur 
sonally ‘prowent to vote for it.

Hon, F. H May said—~Mr President, 
having been assucisated with you a good 
deal in the work in connection with this 
Board, I should like to take this opportuni- 
ty of scconding tho rosolution, “When 1 
was at home the other day, I happened to 
meat.in socicty » gentloman who is in- 
timately acquainted with a very eminent 
engineor, who not many years ago— 
in foct not a great many years ago—was 
in thia Colony. ‘Tho gentleman whom I 


| mot did'nvt know you, sir, but he ques- 


tioned me about you, and he said 


marked tohim that he was: astonished at 
the magnitude of tho public. works in this 
Colony and of the business-liké and effi- 
cient way in which they wero carried out. 
I mention that fact, Sir, because having 
myself admired your work in this Colony I 
was-especially plensed to hear this inde- 
pendont criticism of an outside und 
thoroughly compatent authority, In Hong. 
kong, people sre somewhat inclined 
to run down everything that 


havo got here. Our drainage system, -ac- 
cording to thom, is the worst possible, 
and our Praya Reclamatiun is badly and 
slowly constructed, and so on and so on. 
But we find, Six, whon we enter into 
civilization that outelders who have visited 
this Colony, especially men who havo had 
professional training, ard are compatent to 
form an opinion, that thoy at any rate do 
not join in the somewhat-captious ree 
roarks of our fellow-colonists. Sir, you 
will’ leave behind you, I think, many 
standing momorials of your work here 
iu tho cause of sanitation and of tho pro- 
motion of public health. There are threo 
things that we want to make a place 
healthy—one is guod drains, another is 

‘cod water, the third is good ventilation, 

‘ou have kept all these objects steadily in 
view.. Wo have, I believe; the very finest 
drainage systeu—at least your Medics] OM- 
cor of Health tells us—that could possibly 
be devised ; and I mny mention that when 
in England I heard it said by an ominent 
sanitary engineor that he believedthat Hong- 
kong had shown tho way in tho tropics of 
adopting tha system of separate drainnye— 
the separate system of drainage - and hoex- 
proased the hope that other tropical places 
would follow her oxample. It 1s not often; 
Sir, that Hongkong leady the way, and I 
foel sure that you will be proud to know 
that it is the opinion of sume that in this 
important matter she has shown the way. 
Your system of drainage, Sir, -fas beon criti- 
cised, but I may say that, as fargas 
amy experience goes, most of the criticism 
as. been of a vory ignurant nature. I 
havo.heard men discuss and criticise tho 
drainnge system of this Colony who on being 
questioned plainly showed thut they had not 
tho faintest idea of what the tern * separate

F. A. Coopor said—Well, gentle- 
man, [da net wish to take up the time of 
the Board in replying at any Nength, but I 
cannot let this opportunity pasy without 
thanking you most sincerely for the very 
kind remarks you have made in connection 
with my endeavours to promote the wel- 
fs of this Coley. 1s 8 member of 
this Board, Tinust say that subsequently 
as President and also Director of Public 
Works, I have to thank the members of 
the Board for the -courteouy consideration 
and assistance thoy have at all times given 
inc in attempting to promote the sanitation 
of this Colony. Sanitary improvemente 
rarely are carried on without considerable 
opposition. It is not all at once persons 
see the immediate gain or the ultimate 
guin which they are going to dorive from 
such expenditure that is incurred on them. 
But, Sir, T think that in all wo have done 
wo have tried to be practical; wiless we 
‘are practical in our susigeationa ik is 
little use trying to gain public confidence, 
The Secretary of the Sanitary Board has 
kindly given me a table showing the death 
rates for tho last fifteen years in tits 
Colony, and [ think a study of this is very 
interesting. This Board was constituted 
undor Ordinance 24 of 1887, which camo 
into force in May 1888. I find the average 
death rate for the five years ending 1886 
wav 29.4 per thousand, Tho maximum 
death rato during that period was 31.3 
and the mininwin 26.1. For the next 
fivo yeara, the first five years of tho 
existence of this Board, the average «death 
rate. was reduced to 26.2, the highest being 
in 1889, 31.6. Dvring the Just five yeara, 
notwithstanding two epidomics of plague 
have unfortunately visited this Colony, 
viz, 1894 and 1896, the average 
death rate per thousand was 24.4, 
the maximum heing in 1894, 30.3, or rather 
less than tho maximum of the five years 
previous to the existence of this Board 
when we had no epidemic ; and the mini- 
mum in 1892 was 21.5. In 1896 when no 
plague occurred in this Colony the death 
rate was only 21.1 per 1000, Theso aro 
jBictica] results which I must say I think 
vory satisfactory indeed to the Board, when 
it.is considered-thet the population of this 
Colony is approxinately 250,000 porsons,

It_appoars that tho, Lei, 
under command of Captain C. Webster, 
not Jong ago, antered Etna Bay. .The 
master saw on the shore about three 
hundred ‘natives of the Key islands, who 
waved a Dutch flag and wore, seeiningy, 
friendly, For somo days, all went well ; 
but, when the master eont some hun- 
ters ashore, afterwards, to shoot 
birds, tho natives stiacked thom. 
Three of the crew perished, Thoy are al- 
leged by the master to have heen eaten by 
the natives, But the people there do not 
bear the reputation of being cannibals. Tha 
master stands out that the Key islanders 
used the Dutch flag ta tmp him. But ho 
says nothing about. -what his men did whon 
ashore thore, Ho states his lossea at! ons 
boat, five rifles, and three moh. Compeneay 
tion for these losses he seta at 20,000 
guilders.. Tho Batavia Niewvsblet urges 
the need for the fullestinquiry into the 
aifuir by the Dutch civil authorities, beforo 
the man-vf-war takes action. There is no 
nocd of any haste in meating Captain 
Webster's claim’ for any gomponsation
